WASHINGTON, July 17.—(4)— 
Despite the multipilicity of its enact- 
ments, congress has left behind a 
great variety of issues, headed by 
the growing prohibition controversy, 
for the approaching political campaign 
and future sessions. 

No congress since the war wrote 
so much important legislation onto 
the statute books, but almost every 
minute of the session just ended was 
spent with grappling with emergency 
rélief measures. Few of the perma- 
nent problems were solved. 


The session. ended in a whirl of 
debate on the 1 question, 
almost bound to be projected into the 
approaching presidential and con- 
gressiohal races and made one of the 
predominant problems at the sbort 
session of congress beginning in De- 
cember. 

Pressing. close behind the prohibi- 
tion question in the closing hours 
were the demands of agricultural 
states for legislation to relieve the 
farmer. Unless farm....commodity 
prices take a tremendous Jump mean- 
while, the next session will find these 
demands renewed with greater vigor. 

Question Not Settled. 

While congress dealt emphatically 
with the problem of war debts, voting 
almost uvanimously ageinst any re- 
vision or cancellation, many members 
predicted this question was not yet 
settled, and in some quarters there 
were prophecies a special session 
would be called to deal with the is- 


sue. 

The senate made no attempt to dis- 

se of the controversial and politicsi- 
5 potent Root protocol for American 
adherence to the world court. This 
treaty was left resting on its cal- 
endar for the next session. 

Other 1 not solved. or only 
temporarily settled by congress, in 
cluded the aging Muscle Shoals prob- 
lem, naval construction, banking laws 
reform, Philippine independence, cash 


payment of the bonus and currency’ 


inflation, 

Philippine independence legislation 
was approved by the house but never 
reached a vote in the senate. It has 
a preferred status on the senate cal 
endar for the first week of the nex 
session. . 

What treatment congress will give 
next December to the prohibition ades- 
tion depends largely upon the oui- 
come of the intervening elections. 

Legislation to repeal the eightecnth 
amendment and modify the Volstead 
act is pending in both houses, and 
in the senate resolutions to change 
the probibition laws are on the cal- 
endar. 

Opponents of these laws forced 
many votes in both houses during the 
session; but while they gained votes 
in several cases, were only victorious 
once. 

That was yesterday, on the final 
prohibition vote of the session, when 
the senate, 37 to 21. voted to take up

COMMISSION ASKS 
FEDERAL CONTROL 
OF HOLDING FIRMS 


Power Group Declares 
Rigid Supervision of 
Corporations Essential 
to Public Interest. 


WASHINGTON, July 17.—(@)— | 
Full public control of holding com- 
panies operating in the power utility 
field was advocated today by the pow- 
er commission as “absolutely essen- | 
tial in the public interest.” 

In a preliminary report on a year’s 
investigation, the commission said. 
“such control to be adequate would in- 
clude in its scope the service (man- 
agement and engineering) organiza- 
tions of these holding companies, with 
supervision of all contracts between 
holding companies and their operating 
companies,” and “supervision of the 
issue of securities to the investing 
public.” 6 

This would include regulation of 
accounts with requirements providing 
specifically for the filing of financial 
and other reports on prescribed forms 
with full publicity: sss 

To avoid duplication of the federal 
trade commission's investigation of the 
financial setup of power companies, 
the power commission did not go into 
the subject of write-ups of assets, over- 
capitalization and the like. It said, 
however, that the data collected dis- 
closed “the deminance of the holding 
company” in the power field covered 
by projects licensed by the federal 
government. 

“The experiénce of the commission 
in its accounting activities had al- 
ready developed the fact that much 
of the information necessary is alto- 
gether within the control of holding 
companies,” the report said. “There- 
fore, while . . the accounts of the 
licensee are subject to scrutinv by 
the federal power commission . the 
books of a licensee as a general rule 
do not reflect detailed information.” 

The commission gaid the companies 
in general co-operated fully in giving 
information for the inquiry, but the

For two outstanding reasons the 
expert instruction of college stu- 
dents in the basic principles of the 
south’s principal industry should be 
helpful. 


Those who are being taught buy- 
ing, selling and warehousing meth- 
ods will be able to render valuable 
aid in the rebuilding of the market- 
ing system which was developed 
over a century of trading and which 
has been all but destroyed by the 
manipulations of the federal farm 
board. That system, based on the 
law of supply and demand, was 
sound and under it the cotton grow- 
ers and merchants of the south 
have had many prosperous years, 
while the activities of the farm 
board, in violation of this natural 
law, has depressed the price of cot- 
ton to the lowest point in many 
decades. 


The certainty of continued in- 
crease in cotton production in other 
countries makes it necessary that 
the south grow only the best staple 
—grades that cannot be produced 
elsewhere. The doctrine of better 
cotton, and longer staple, is certain 
to be spread by the students who 
are now studying the plant and its 
habits in the colleges of the south. 


When cotton was king its pro- 
duction and marketing could be suc- 
cessfully handled in.a haphazard 
way, but that time has passed. It 
is encouraging, therefore, to know 
that the young men and women of 
the south are evidencing an in- 
creased interest in the various rami- 
industry which 
makes this one of the most favored 
sections of the country.

A recent stormy scene in the 
Prussian diet prompted Pierre Van

They give the fascist salute when 
one of their speakers goes to the 
platform and return to their seats 
with perfect military discipline— 
but the fact that they use equally 
strict military conduct in engaging 
not only in wordy wars but in fre- 
quént physical encounters on the 
floor of the chamber, presents a sit- 
uation in which parliamentary order 
has but little standing. 


Such scenes of actual combat are 
incredible to the English and even 
the French. The latter may gesticu- 
late wildly, call each other. names, 
but they have enough parliamentary 
discipline not to let their excitement 
lead them to hand-to-hand encouné 
ters. 

The troubled scenes in the Prus- 
sian diet may be as a result of the 
German militaristic spirit, or the 
aggressiveness of Hitler’s ‘‘nazis,” 
but whatever is the reason the fre- 
quently re-enacted scenes of charg- 
ing brown shirts and fleeing adver- 
saries are without parallel in the 
annals of legislative halls.

This will be of the utmost significance 
to Europe and the world in general. 
For Hitler will not only give an en- 
tirely new direction to the interior 
policy gf the reich, he will also make 
a new departure in foreign politics. 

It’s foolish to prophesy, especially 
in politics. Yet for once I'll hazard a 
guess, I have a feeling that Hitler will 
manage to get back the Polish cor- 
ridor for Germany by making a deal 
with France. Never mind how much 
else of his program he realizes, this 
alone would make him a big man in 
the reich, a liberator almost.

THE SOUTHERN GOES ON. 

Failure of the Eastern league to ride out the season is not at all 
Surprising. The Eastern league was never a very hardy minor circuit. 
It was a bus league in which all travel was by bus and one which never 
moved very courageously. Its personnel was changing from year to year. 

The failure does much to emphasize the statement made here 
last week by Clark Griffith, owner of the Washington league club, 
that much of the trouble in the minor leagues was due to too 
much dependence on the major league relations. The Eastern 
league was owned and operated almost entirely by major league 
clubs. There was never a great deal of local pride in the Eastern 
league cities. 

The Southern association, owned entirely, until two years ago, by 
local interests, has survived for almost a half century without interrup- 
tion. It is the sturdiest of ali minor leagues. It is the only minor 
league that has gone along without interruption. 

This is not the first failure of the Eastern league. The Ameri- 
can association has failed in years gone by. There have been 
changes and reorganizations in other sections. But the Southern 
hes marched along. It has had a minimum of changes in mem- 
bership. The recent switch from Mobile to Knoxville wes the 
first change in membership in about 20 years. 

The Southern league directors know that Chattanooga is backed by 
Washington. Yet Clark Griffith has not kept the club in the status of 
a farm.“ He has let it be a pennant contender without taking away 
players at critical moments. 

The directors believe they can ride out this year and be ready for 
the next. They will be careful in admitting any more major league 
ownerships. a

NO OFFERS YET. 

Directors of the Crackers declare 
they have had no offer this. season in 
any manner whatever, verbal or 
written. They are going ahead with 
plans to weather out this season de- 
spite the losses sustained in opera- 
tion, The directors will not discuss 
selling the club, covering ‘it all with 
the statement that they have not 
been approached.

Perhaps no other actor could have 
handled as well the role given George 
Bancroft in the current attraction 
at the Paramount theater, “Lady and 
Gent.” a Paramount picture of two 
or three kinds of acting.

Grand Slam bids are a law unto 
themselves. The risk incident to bid- 
ding them, unless the hands can be 
laid down when the first lead is made, 
is very great, and control of all four 
suits should be assured before such a 
contract is undertaken. Control of 
the suits being certain, then the pos- 
sibility of losing tricks to adversely 
held honors should be taken into ac- 
count. In other words, a Grand Slam 
should not be bid unless certain of ful- 


fillment in advance. 

An interesting example of a Grand 
Slam safely bid in accordance with 
sound principles occurred in a recent 
Duplicate game, in which only one 
North and South pair reached the cor- 
rect eventual declaration, which was, 
of course, a Grand Slam in spades.

NEW ORLEANS COTTON 
RECOVERS EARLY LOSS 


NEW ORLEANS, July 17. 
The cotton market was decidedly er- 
ratic and fluctuating during the past 
week, with periods both of activity 
and dullness. Prices developed a down- 


ward tendency during the first half 
of the week, but recovered practically 
all of the loss in the second half.. 
The early decline was due to the 
generally fair weather which covered 
the entire belt and showed signs of 
persisting. 
As a result of these favorable 
weather conditions prices declined 
fully $2 a bale from the recent high 
points, This decline was due not only 
to liquidation by longs and recent 
buyers but also to rather general sell- 
ing by scalpers. 
Around the middle of the week, the 
downward course of prices was 
checked by a less favorable weekly 
weather and crop summary by the 
government than had been looked for. 
Later prices rallied, owing to the ex- 
tremely high temperatures prevailing 
particularly in the eastern portion of 
the belt, which traders feared would 
do damage to the crop as plants were 
reported to be sappy as a result of 
the previous rains and in no condi- 
tion to withstand a protracted drouth 
accompanied .by extreme hot weather. 
The new crop is beginning to move 
in extreme south Texas and recent 
advices indicated that picking is in 
progress in the southern portion of 
that state.
